4.  The  Malay  birth-rate  is  high,  37,  as  against  a  death-rate  of  31 ;  this  latter  again  shows 
an  increase  over  the  figures  of  last  year. 
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5.  The  admissions  to  hospital  during  the  year,  per  thousand  of  the  population,  were  107 
as  compared  with  86  last  year.

10.  The  disease  causing  the  greatest  number  of  admissions  to  hospital  was,  as  usual, 
malaria,  the  various  forms  of  which  contributed  over  23  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Beri-beri  and 
dysentery  come  next  with,  respectively,  15  per  cent,  and  9  per  cent. 

11.  Dysentery  and  pulmonary  diseases  cause  the  most  severe  mortality,  the  case-mortality 
of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  being  over  50  per  cent.,  and  it  must  be  feared  that  the  remaining 
50  per  cent,  of  these  cases  are  relieved  only  rather  than  cured  upon  discharge  from  hospital. 

12.  The  mortality  from  beri-beri  was  again  very  low,  and  adds  further  evidence,  though 
such  is  no  longer  necessary,  to  prove  the  immense  value  of  the  elimination  of  uncured  rice 
from  the  dietary  of  beri-beries.  Exclusive  of  cases  dying  within  48  hours  of  admission  the 
case-mortality  for  this  disease  was  only  6  per  cent.

14.  The  daily  average  number  of  patients  in  all  hospitals  was  773,  or  some  200  more  than 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  Medical  Staff  was  very  short-handed,  quite  inadequate  to  look  after  the  large 
increase  of  patients  admitted  for  treatment.  I  have  made  this  question  the  subject  of  a  special 
report  to  Government.  It  is  of  little  practical  use  to  build  hospitals  unless  an  efficient  staff 
be  provided  to  care  for  the  patients  received  in  them. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASE. 

15.  Two  cases  of  small-pox  were  treated  during  the  year,  of  these  one  terminated 
fatally. 

There  was  no  cholera  or  plague. 

VACCINATION. 

13.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-three  vaccinations  were  performed,  78 
per  cent,  of  these  were  successful. 

These  figures  show  a  great  falling  off  as  compared  with  those  of  the  previous  year  when 
4,425  persons  were  vaccinated. 

The  Gurus  at  the  Coast  and  Tampin  districts  have  done  practically  no  vaccinations  at  all, 
and  unless  they  show  a  greatly  increased  activity  in  this  work  in  the  immediate  future  it  will 
be  necessary  to  re-employ  regular  vaccinators. 


OET-PATIENTS . 


17.  Out-door  treatment  was  afforded  to  19,215  cases,  a  large  increase  over  the  previous 
years’  figures  as  shown  below  :

METEOROLOGICAL. 

18.  The  rainfall  at  Seremban  during  the  year  did  not  come  up  to  the  average, 
being  only  65.11  inches. 

The  heaviest  rainfall  occurred  in  November — viz.,  8.71  inches. 

The  driest  months  were  June,  3.52  inches,  July,  3.20  inches,  and  December,  3.23  inches. 

19.  The  subjoined  return  of  rainfall  shows  the  driest  months  in  the  decennial  period  to 
be  August,  July  and  February. 

A  glance  at  this  table  shows  how  little  reliance  can  for  practical  purposes  be  placed  upon 
the  recurrence  of  a  regular  dry  season  at  any  particular  time  of  year.  August  is  the  most 
uniformally  dry  month  and  has  an  average  fall  of  over  4.34  inches,  yet  in  August,  1905,  a  fall 
of  9.62  inches  occurred. 

The  average  fall  in  July  for  ten  years  was  4.39  inches,  but  in  July,  1904  and  1905,  no  less 
than  7.85  and  9.61  inches  are  recorded.  The  record  for  February  show  a  similar  irregularity. 

Predictions  of  a  periodic  wet  season  may  be  made  with  more  accuracy  but  these  are  also 
apt  to  be  upset,  thus,  heavy  falls  are  due  in  April  and  May  and  the  three  last  months  of  the 
year,  but  April  and  May  of  1904  were  extremely  dry,  and  the  rains  of  October,  1901,  November, 
1 906,  and  December,  1900,  1901  and  1908,  may  be  said  to  have  failed  completely.

VETERINARY. 

20.  Mr.  S.  L.  Sy monels  took  up  the  newly-created  appointment  of  Veterinary  Surgeon  on 
the  13th  January,  1908. 

Mr.  Symonds  reports  the  occurrence  during  the  year  of  rinderpest,  rabies,  glanders  and 
surra. 

Rinderpest  broke  out  at  Mantin  in  May  and  was  stamped  out  in  July,  in  this  period 
73  cases  came  under  observation,  of  these  49  died  and  11  were  destroyed.  Two  hundred  and 
seventy  cattle  in  the  infected  district  were  inoculated  with  protective  serum,  of  these,  15  con¬ 
tracted  the  disease,  14  within  10  days  and  1  subsequently. 

Surra. — Sporadic  cases  came  under  observation  from  time  to  time. 

Rabies. — Six  cases  occurred,  3  in  the  Seremban  District  in  March  and  3  in  the  Coast 
District  in  September,  in  neither  case  could  the  source  of  infection  be  traced. 

G-landers.t-Two  cases  came  under  observation  in  the  Kuala  Pilali  District.  A  buffalo 
census  in  1907  showed  10,847  animals,  a  return  for  1908  gives  the  total  as  12,231. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  persons  were  prosecuted  for  breaches  of  the  Quarantine  and 
Prevention  of  Diseases  Enactment,  131  convictions  resulted  and  fines  amounted  to  §1,189. 

EUROPEAN  HOSPITAL. 

21.  There  were  9  cases  treated  during  the  year.  This  hospital  has  now  been  closed, 
sick  Europeans  being  sent  to  Kuala  Lumpur,  cases  of  urgency  are  accommodated  temporarily 
at  the  District  Hospital,  Seremban. 


SEREMBAN  HOSPITAL. 

22.  Dr.  Woods  remained  in  charge  of  this  hospital  during  the  year.  The  total  number 
of  patients  treated  was  5,093,  the  daily  average  in  the  wards  being  347. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  wards  which  obtained  last  year  was  appreciately  relieved  bv  the 
action  of  the  Estate  Managers  who  have  in  many  cases  erected  hospitals  on  their  estates. 

23.  The  death-rate  was  14.84  as  against  16.8  in  1907. 

24.  Dysentery  was  the  cause  of  291  deaths  out  of  a  total  of  756. 

25.  There  were  28  major  operations  performed  during  the  year  and  64  minor  operations. 

26.  The  out-door  patients  numbered  5,408,  being  1,371  more  than  in  1907. 

GAOL  HOSPITAL,  SEREMBAN. 

27.  There  were  292  admissions  at  this  Institution  during  the  year  as  against  300  in  the 
previous  year.  The  average  daily  number  of  sick  was  13. 

The  average  daily  number  of  prisoners  in  the  gaol  was  117. 

Dysentery  was  the  cause  of  62  admissions  and  8  deaths,  55  cases  of  malarial  fever  were 
admitted  but  there  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

28.  Eorty-seven  cases  of  beri-beri  were  admitted  with  2  deaths.  From  the  1st  January 
until  the  2nd  June  all  prisoners  except  those  obviously  affected  with  beri-beri  were  getting- 
stale  uncured  rice,  during  that  period  35  cases  out  of  the  total  of  47  were  admitted.  Of  these, 
5  are  noted  as  having  beri-beri  on  admission  to  gaol. 


From  the  2nd  June  till  the  15th  October  half  the  prisoners  (exclusive  of  civil  prisoners 
who  were  all  kept  on  uncured  rice)  were  given  cured  and  half  stale  rice  ;  during  this  period  10 
more  cases  occurred,  5  out  of  these  10  were  still  getting  stale  rice,  of  the  other  5  two  are 
noted  as  having  their  knee  jerks  absent  on  admission,  the  other  three  were  admitted  3,  4  and 
20  days,  respectively,  after  the  substitution  of  cured  for  uncured  rice  in  their  dietary. 

On  the  15th  October  all  prisoners  were  placed  on  cured  rice,  from  that  date  to  the  end  of 
the  year  two  more  cases  occurred,  both  of  these  were  suffering  from  beri-beri  on  admission  to 
the  gaol. 

29.  In  addition  to  the  prisoners,  48  sick  vagrants  were  treated  in  the  gaol  hospital,  9 
of  these  died,  the  causes  of  death  being  debility  5,  dysentery  2,  beri-beri  and  anaemia  1  each. 
Two  cases  proved  fatal  within  48  hours  of  admission.  The  State  Surgeon  was  in  charge 
ef  this  hospital  throughout  the  year. 

BEKI-BERI  HOSPITAL,  COAST. 

30.  The  number  of  in-patients  treated  at  this  hospital  was  1,321.  There  were  1,247  new 
admissions  or  697  more  than  during  the  preceding  year. 

The  average  daily  number  of  sick  was  91. 

The  death-rate  was  7.6  per  cent. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  cases  of  beri-beri  were  treated.  The  case-mortality  of 
this  disease  was  4.3  per  cent.,  excluding  cases  dying  within  48  hours  of  admission  it  was  only 
3.2  per  cent. 

Dysentery  was^the  cause  of  79  admissions,  40  of  these,  or  50.4  per  cent.,  died. 

Dresser-in-charge,  P.  La  Brooy. 

DISTRICT  HOSPITAL,  PORT  DICKSON. 

31.  This  hospital  was  opened  in  February,  and  consists  of  one  12-bed  ward,  dispensary, 
quarters  for  staff  and  the  usual  out-buildings. 

Admissions  numbered  270,  the  death-rate  was  3.7  per  cent.  There  were  103  admissions 
for  malarial  fever  with  two  deaths. 

One  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  out-patients  were  attended  to  as  against  2,201 
in  1907. 

From  Anri  I  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  hospital  was  in  charge  of  Apothecary  Van  Geyzel, 

JELEBU. 

32.  One  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  in-patients  were  treated  during  the  year, 
157  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  death-rate  was  5.69  per  cent. 

Malarial  fever  accounted  for  232  admissions  with  four  deaths.  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  of  these  fever  cases  were  simple  tertian. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  cases  of  beri-beri  were  treated  with  two  deaths. 

One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  out-patients  were  treated  as  against  1,211  in  1907. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Kit  Chong  remained  in  charge  of  this  hospital. 

KUALA  PILAU. 

33.  One  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety- six  in-patients  were  treated  as  against  767 
in  the  previous  year,  the  death-rate  being  6.14  per  cent. 

This  hospital  was  much  over-crowded  and  under-staffed  throughout  the  year. 

Fifty-three  Malays  were  treated  in  the  general  wards ;  it  is  advisable  that  a  Malay  ward 
be  put  up  at  this  hospital  there  being  a  very  large  native  population  in  the  district,  but  few  of 
these  people  will  come  to  hospital  for  treatment  unless  separate  accommodation  is  provided  for 
them. 

Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-one  out-patients  received  treatment  as  against  2,064 
in  the  preceding  year. 

There  were  244  cases  of  beri-beri  admitted,  with  a  mortality  of  5.7  per  cent.,  or  excluding 
those  cases  dying  within  48  hours  of  admission,  a  case-mortality  of  only  3.7  per  cent. 

Assistant  Surgeon  De  Vries  was  in  charge  throughout  the  year. 

TAMPIN. 

34.  A  very  heavy  increase  in  the  number  of  in-patients  occurred  at  this  hospital,  2,017 
being  treated  as  against  1,020  in  1907. 

The  hospital  was  much  over-crowded  and  under-staffed  throughout  the  year. 
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There  was  accommodation  for  70  patients,  but  the  average  daily  number  in  the  wards  was 

104 

The  largest  number  on  any  one  day  was  149,  or  rather  more  than  2  patients  for  each  bed. 
The  death-rate  was  6.44  per  cent. 

There  were  treated  524  cases  of  malarial  fever  with  6  deaths.  One  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  cases  of  beri-beri  treated  show  a  case-mortality  of  9.09  per  cent,  but  6  of  the  18  fatal 
cases  died  within  48  hours  of  admission,  and  exclusive  of  these  the  mortality  is  6.2  per  cent. 
3,363  out -door  patients  were  treated,  or  an  increase  of  631  over  the  figures  of  the  previous  year. 

Assistant  Surgeon  B.  N.  Sen  remained  in  charge  during  the  year. 


AYER  KUNING. 

35.  Six  hundred  and  eleven  patients  were  treated  in  this  hospital  as  against  243  in  the 
previous  year. 

There  is  accommodation  for  24  patients,  the  average  daily  number  in  the  wards  was  29.95, 
the  greatest  number  on  any  one  day  being  51. 

The  death-rate  for  the  vear  was  9  per  cent.,  excluding  cases  dying  within  48  hours  it  was 

7.02. 

Oue  hundred  and  seven  cases  of  beri-beri  were  treated  with  a  mortality  of  4.6  per  cent. 

Eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven  out-patients  were  treated,  an  increase  of  44  over  the  figures 
of  the  previous  year. 

2nd  Grade  Dresser  Hyder  was  in  charge  of  this  hospital. 


MANTIN. 

36.  In-patients  treated  numbered  603  as  against  575  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  mortality  was  12.93  per  cent.,  exclusive  of  24  cases  which  died  within  48  hours  after 
admission  the  mortality  was  9.32  per  cent. 

The  beri-beri  death-rate  was  7.54  per  cent.,  but  excluding  cases  dying  within  48 
hours,  5.76. 

Many  severe'cases  of  dysentery  were  admitted,  36  cases  with  14  deaths. 

A  large  increase  in  out-patients  occurred — viz.,  2,773  against  849  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  staff  at  this  hospital  consisted  of  one  Dresser,  2nd  Grade  Dresser  Kanapathi  Pillay. 

ESTATE  HOSPITALS. 

37.  Several  estates  have  hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  their  coolies  but  no  returns  from 
them  are  available.
